work was done at the "square dance" wharf. Smaller 
holes in the parking area will also be patched. 

Mr. Mach reported: "The new (boat) motor is 
running great. It has been a really busy boating season for 
(the Harbormaster's department), with more calls to date 
than all last season — it has been very busy out there." 
Mr. Mach thanked Town Meeting voters for allocating the 
funds to purchase the new motor. 

Mr. Mach next explained that the Marine Advi- 
sory Board (MAB) was assisting him with the semi-low 
tech griding of the Mattapoisett Harbor using the Global 
Positions System (GPS). He is going to start coordinating 
with the town engineer to obtain new software, which 
will help in identifying moorings. Mr. Mach said eventu- 
ally the Town Clerk's office should be able to track all of 
the boats in the harbor using their mooring number. He is 
also working with the boat yard to remove "winter sticks" 
that cannot be identified. The sticks will be pulled from 
the water. Some of the moorings may need to be moved 
slightly to make room for larger boats, and Mr. Mach is 
looking for help from the MAB to assist with the clean up 
and organization of the mooring area. He is also looking 
to fill the holes in the area and may need to set maximums 
on the moorings. It is going to take to the end of the 
summer to identify most of the moorings in this process. 

Mr. Mach announced that the boat "pump out" at 
the end of the long wharf is going to be self service. A 
low-voltage control unit was purchased and installed

with relays. Mr. Mach explained that when a boater pulls 
up to the long wharf, the boater will take the hose down 
along the boat and press the start button. Pressing start 
will activate the pump for ten minutes. If the boater needs 
more time, he needs to press the start button again and 
the pump will run for another ten minutes. Once com- 
plete, users can press the stop button and return the hose. 

Selectman Andrews asked if there was water 
available at the pump-out site. Mr. Mach replied: "Yes, 
there is a water facet there/ 7 This is beneficial for boaters 
because sometimes there is not always someone available 
in the boat yard or with the Harbormaster. This is avail- 
able to boaters 24 hours a day, 7 days a week. This should 
really make a big difference and is well worth it. 

The Marine Advisory Board asked Mr. Mach to 
bring the next issue before the Board of Selectmen. "We 
have the option to put a float on the west side of long 
wharf/ 7 he said. " We have a beach float in good shape. We 
are currently doing some engineering in that area. (We 
are) looking for permission for the town engineer to have 
the town permit a float there. 77 

Mr. Mach estimated that this would cost $5,000 to 
$6,000 including the aluminum gangway costing $4,000. 
"We really need float space, 77 he said. "The consensus is 
that we do not let people tie up the area. They can come in 
and drop people off and pump out. There is room on the 
side of the wharf for this. 77 Selectmen Andrews requested 
the area be clearly labeled, "Pump Out Only. 77 

Mr. Mach next discussed the issue of trailer 
parking. There are eight or nine trailer spaces adjacent to 
the wharf area. A lot of people are parking in the trailer 
spaces. It is becoming more and more of a problem. 
Selectman Denham believes that people from Rochester 
are also using this area. The only cars that should be 
parked in this area should have a Mattapoisett-issued

beach/ wharf sticker. Selectman Andrews suggested re- 
lining the parking area and marking it: "Trailer Parking 
Only." 

Mr. Mach said in addition to re-lining the parking 
area for trailers, the parking lot also needs to be re-lined. 
Mr. Mach said he would like to take an area of the lot (the 
width of the dingy dock area) and make it a "No Parking" 
area so people with boats and trailers could get access. 
Other than this area, the other striping will remain the 
same. 

Lois Ennis suggested Mr. Mach review the rules 
and regulations regarding parking and make sure they do 
not need to be changed.

Mr. Mach said some of this area's residents have com- 
plained to him that the dinghy s are "unslightly" Select- 
man Denham said he was going to take a drive tomorrow 
to this area and would let Mr. Mach know what he 
thought.

that, the board voted to authorize expenditure of $1,090 
for the extra coverage. 

Next, Ms. Koczera asked to amend the supporting 
staff of the 2002 Fair Committee as submitted: the board 
unanimously voted to do so. Lastly, Ms. Koczera wished 
to invite the Board of Selectmen to participate in the 
parade. They agreed to attend and said they would look 
into appropriate transportation for the event. 

At 7:55 pm the board met with Michael 
Labossiere of the Coalition for Buzzards Bay (CBB) and 
resident Lincoln Rounseville regarding a proposed 
Conservation Restriction on a portion of Mr. Rounseville' s 
property, located off Route 105. "It's part of a multi-parcel 
water protection plan for Buzzards Bay, to preserve 250 
acres in the Mattapoisett watershed/ 7 Mr. Labossiere 
explained. "This will be a conservation restriction on a 
piece of property that the Rounseville family will con- 
tinue to own — about 100 acres around (a) cornfield. The 
intention is to record a conservation restriction on most of 
the parcel, not on the cornfield which already has a 
restriction. It's adjacent to the Wildlands Trust property ... 
so it really does complement other (protected) lands." 

Mr. Labossiere further noted this restriction will 
be jointly held by the Town of Marion and the Rochester 
Land Trust. The board was wary of Marion taking advan- 
tage of this restriction to further expand their wells on the 
parcel. "Marion and the Rochester Land Trust will moni- 
tor the land ... to make sure it's in compliance," he said. 
"It's owned privately and what happens (there) is the 
private prerogative of the land owner. (Marion) benefits 
by not having 30 houses there ... they may expand (their 
water operations), but this won't help them." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to sign 
and approve the conservation restriction as submitted. 

At 8:05 pm the board met with members of the 
Industrial Development Commission (IDC) regarding 
their recent request to appoint Richard Bucchere to the 
IDC. 

"For some reason, the board last week wanted us 
to go through some interview process (with Mr. 
Bucchere)," IDC Chairman Gary Laboa said. "I don't

interview process, when he is offering to serve on a 
volunteer board. You can tell by his letter that his qualifi- 
cations are fairly extensive/ 7 

"The (IDC) is a very important board/ 7 Selectman 
Nunes said. "I don't know (Mr. Bucchere) and I wanted to 
get his ideas as to what the board is about — what he sees 
the board should be doing. Fve read his resume and it's 
fine, but I still wanted to meet him/ 7 

Selectman Nunes, who requested the opportunity 
to meet Mr. Bucchere before he appointed him, assured 
the IDC that this wasn't "something sinister" and that he 
felt it was important to know more about him and the 
IDC before endorsing his appointment. 

"I think what we're talking about here is if the 
Board of Selectmen is interested in what the IDC is doing, 
then (you) should ask," Mr. Laboa said.

was wrong, but I was believing that businesses just find 
us helter-skelter, and there really is no solicitation to go 
out and attract businesses/ 7 

"We really don't have much to offer at this time," 
Mr. Laboa explained. "But we're working on it. You need 
to realize that we are a volunteer board, and we don't get 
to spend 40 hours a week on this." 

Having satisfied Selectman Nunes, the board 
unanimously voted to appoint Victor Bucchere to the IDC 
as recommended.

House Passes Disability Bill 

State Representative William Straus (D- 
Mattapoisett) announced recently that the House passed a 
bill that he and Senator Mark Montigny (D-New Bedford) 
co-sponsored that will allow individuals with disabilities 
and their families to have greater power in determining the 
services and supports they receive. 

The Bill, titled " An Act Providing Support to Indi- 
viduals with Disabilities and Their Families/ 7 will require 
agencies within the Executive Office of Health and Human 
Services to develop annual agency family support plans with 
substantial input from families and individuals with dis- 
abilities. The bill also directs agencies to develop more cre- 
ative and flexible ways of providing services that meet in- 
dividual family needs, rather than a cookie-cutter, "one size 
fits all" approach. 

"This is a very important step in allowing people 
with disabilities or chronic illness to live in their own homes 
with an improved quality of life," said State Representative 
Straus. "By increasing consumer involvement with the plan- 
ning of their own care, this will provide the needed flexibil- 
ity to help each person meet their unique needs."

TRAINING YOUR PUPPY 

My puppy is 3 months old and still poops in the house. What can I 
do? 

Use a crate. Puppies come to think of a crate as their own room, 
not a prison. The puppy goes into the crate last thing at night 
after being walked and is taken outside the first thing in the 
morning. After each meal the pup goes outside to the same spot 
with adult supervision and receives praise after elimination. 
The pup should stay in his crate during the day when he is not 
interacting with family members. He should go outside every 
30-60 minutes when he is free in the house. Most dogs are 
housebroken by 6 months. 

When can I start teaching him tricks? 

Start immediately! Have short training sessions of 1-2 minutes, 
10-30 times daily. Start with "come, sit, stay" and then add 
other tricks as you desire. Heel is important with a large breed 
pup. If the dog walks ahead of you on a leash, turn around and 
start walking in the opposite direction. Praise the pup con- 
stantly when he/ she is walking without pulling.

Delanos, came to the Plymouth Colony aboard the Fortune 
in 1621. After serving in the Pequot War in 1637, he settled 
in Duxbury married, and raised a family. While most of his 
children lived in Duxbury, his son Jonathan Delano moved 
to the Dartmouth, MA area and married Mercy Warren there 
in 1677. Most of their 13 children settled along Buzzards 
Bay and many of their descendants were active in the whal- 
ing industry that sprang up in the late 1700s and 1800s.

Road to Perdition seems to have been positioned as the anti-Spider- 
Man — the based-on-a-comic-book movie that doesn't feel like a comic 
book. The original 1998 graphic novel, written by Max Allan Collins and 
drawn by Richard Piers Rayner, read like a breezy, exciting movie (Loren 
D. Estleman commented that the book was "the best movie I've seen in 
years"). But what works in a comic book doesn't always work on the 
screen; just because a comic book combines words and images doesn't 
make it tailor-made for Hollywood. Free advice for future producers 
who flip through a comic and see dollar signs: Comics like Ghost World, 
which on the face of it did not look like movie material, often make the 
best movies (with that in mind, guys, go forth and option Love and Rockets 
and do it right). 

So we arrive at the movie version, a case of derivation twice 
removed — Collins' book was an acknowledged tribute to the Japanese 
comic Lone Wolf and Cub. In other words, we have a movie based on a 
comic based on another comic. It's no wonder, then, that Road to Perdition 
is one of the most beautifully crafted films that ever made me come close 
to falling asleep. The director, Sam Mendes, is the latest gifted filmmaker 
(his debut was American Beauty) to be a deer caught in the headlights of 
post-Oscar expectation. Mendes and screenwriter David Self have taken 
vital, pulpy material and made it pictorial and dull. This story badly 
needed someone like John Woo, who would' ve spiced it up and made the 
most of its themes of family, honor, duality, betrayal. Instead it got 
Mendes, who approaches the story hat in hand, as if it spoke bottomless 
truths about the human condition. 

We're in Depression-era Illinois, where the amiable old criminal 
John Rooney (Paul Newman) reigns over his corner of the Capone 
empire. As in so many stories of this stripe, the old man has a genetic son, 
Connor (Daniel Craig), a useless hothead, and a like-a-son-to-me, Michael 
Sullivan (Tom Hanks), his main assassin. (In the book, Sullivan's name 
precedes him; people fear him wherever he goes, and he's nicknamed the 
Angel of Death. The movie hardly addresses that at all, and leaves out his 
nickname.) Sullivan has two sons of his own, one of whom, his namesake 
Michael (Tyler Hoechlin), sneaks into his dad's car one night and goes 
along for the ride to find out what he does for a living. Michael finds out, 
all right; he witnesses a gangland massacre, setting in motion a chain of 
events that leads to the death of his mother and little brother. The two 



Michaels hit the road, stopping every so often so that the grim-faced 
Sullivan (never a bubbly personality to begin with) can pursue vengeance. 

It might be possible to go along with Road to Perdition as an iconic 
mood piece. Conrad L. Hall's burnished, dark, rain-drenched 
photography is immaculate, and the film moves with a heavy elegance. 
But eventually the heaviness sinks the story. There are really no people in 
Road to Perdition — only archetypes of good or evil — and therefore no 
performances possible. Hanks, for instance, seems so submerged in 
tough-guy laconic mannerism he looks drugged half the time. Even the 
usually vibrant Jude Law, cast (and uglified) as a despicable shutterbug / 
hit-man, is given nothing to play except the surface that Mendes so 
attentively photographs. Jennifer Jason Leigh is around briefly (and is 
wasted) as Sullivan's doomed wife, but other than her, no women are 
allowed to taint the elaborate masculine anguish. The movie is full of 
musing about fathers and sons, fathers who are bad men but good 
fathers, sons who are disappointments and sons who shouldn't want to 
be like their fathers — this all may mean a lot to men afflicted with macho 
sentimentality, but female moviegoers may yawn through a lot of Road 
to Perdition. 

Eventually the movie folds up into complete pictorialism. Two key 
murders — the ones we want to see, the ones this entire creaking revenge 
melodrama is pointing toward — are secondary to Mendes' fancy 
staging; one of them is the first such retribution I can recall that registers 
visually as an afterthought, as a mirror swings toward the camera and 
shows us the aftermath. This is self-conscious filmmaking and has 
nothing to do with the basic needs of the story. Mendes doesn't even 
include Collins' juicy exchange between Sullivan and the murderer of his 
wife: Connor snarls "I'll see you in hell," and Sullivan says, "Hell will be 
heaven if I can spend eternity making you pay for what you did to her." 
There's pulpy poetry in that; for all its glory of image, this Road to 
Perdition lacks not only poetry but the unpretentious conviction of pulp.

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Shedding Light on 
Mattapoisetf s Past

It remains a stoic, silent landmark at the tip of Ned's 
Point in Mattapoisett' s Veterans Memorial Park. One of 
many such maritime milestones which dot the coast up 
and down the length of Cape Cod. But have you ever won- 
dered just how and why this local treasure and so-called 
aid-to-navigation came to be? 

Rest assured, you can learn all you ever wanted to 
know about the Ned's Point Lighthouse but were afraid 
to ask from Ned's Point Lighthouse, Mattapoisett, Mas- 
sachusetts: A Chronicle and Related Information, a self- 
published labor of love from residents and U.S. Coast 
Guard Auxiliary members Albert A. and Elizabeth A. 
Theriault, better-known as "Bert" and "Betty." 

Betty and Bert have been actively involved with the 
Ned's Point Lighthouse since 1993, when Coast Guard 
Auxiliary Flotilla 67 first adopted the structure. In that same 
year, the auxiliary began offering free guided tours of the 
landmark every summer and this book was essentially 
borne out of the many questions which visitors posed to 
the couple while visiting the lighthouse over the years. 

"We started researching about two years ago," said 
co-author Bert Theriault. "We had a tremendous amount 
of help from local libraries, the Coast Guard archives, and 
so on. According to Seth Mendell, President of the 
(Mattapoisett) Historical Society, this book is a first (of its 
kind)." 

This fascinating and well-documented 8.5-by-ll-inch 
bound blue booklet appears on the surface to be nothing 
more than a tour guide to the famous Mattapoisett struc- 
ture. But once you delve into the rich pages or history con- 
tained within, youTl soon understand and appreciate the 
authors' intense interest in the lighthouse, which was con- 
structed in 1837 and lit for the first time in late March, 1838. 

Being something of a history buff, I found myself eas- 
ily captivated while thumbing through the pages of facts 
and figures, and I particularly enjoyed the many cross-ref- 
erences and citations from period newspaper clippings 
which, when pieced together, paint a pretty clear picture 
of the lighthouse's long and noble history. Among the gems 
to be gleaned here: the 32 granite spiral steps inside the 
structure were quarried right here in Mattapoisett; the 
average yearly salary for the various lighthouse keepers 
between 1843 and 1923 ranged from $350 to a whopping 
$510; and the amazing tale of Captain Russell B. Eastman, 
the last Ned's Point Lighthouse keeper, who had become 
so attached to the keeper's house once located adjacent to 
the structure, that he rode with the house while it was 
towed on a scow across Buzzards Bay to its new location 
at the Wings Neck Light Station in Pocasset. 

"We didn't put in any anecdotes," Mr. Theriault said. 
"We were (just) trying to get the facts and figures down. 
In the future, we might add another section or anecdotes." 





Ned's Point Lighthouse, Mattapoisett, Massachusetts: 
A Chronicle and Related Information has been printed in 
a limited initial run of 250 copies and sells for $15 plus tax 
at the Mattapoisett Historical Museum and the New 
Bedford Whaling Museum Gift Shop, with a portion of 
the proceeds benefiting those organizations. You're sure 
to find copies on sale this weekend at Harbor Days as well. 

And if you want to get details straight from the au- 
thors themselves, you still have time to catch one of the 
free tours of the Ned's Point Lighthouse, held every Thurs- 
day from 10:00 am to 12:00 noon now through the end of 
August, weather-permitting. 

"We've averaged about 900 people a summer," Mr. 
Theriault said. "The fascination (with lighthouses) is that 
a lot of people have caught on to the fact that (they're) 
such an important part of our history, especially when we 
started to lose them." 

Despite being packed with information, Mr. Theriault 
doesn't consider this book the final word on the subject, 
either. "We left it open-ended," he said. "We hope eventu- 
ally people will come forward ... there are questions at the 
end which we weren't able to answer. Maybe we can put 
together a revised version in a year or two." 

Even if it weren't a terrific historical resource, that hint 
should be motivation enough to grab this first edition be- 
fore it becomes an out-of-print collector's item.
